a fire which destroyed the Flores theater 
in .he city of Acapulco last night. 

The news of the disaster only reached 
this capital this afternoon, telegraphic 
communication with Acapulco having 
been destroyed owing to the fact that 
the telegraph office adjoining the the- 
ater was burned and all the wires put 
out of commission. 

The floor of the theater was a wooden 
affair, and last night over 1,000 people 
crowded it to witness a special 
performance given in honor of Governor 
Damian Flores, of the state of Guerro, 
who was visiting the port at the time. 

Caused by Moving Pictures, 

One of the numbers of the program 
consisted of a series of moving pic- 
turer. While the operator was exhibit- 
ing these a film caught fire and a blaze 
Was quickly conmmunicated to some 
bunting which had been -used for dec- 
orative purposes. In. an incredibly 
short time the flames spread to all parts 
of the structure. There were but three 
narrow exits and the panic-stricken au- 
dience rushed to these, many falling 
and being crushed to death, their bodies 
choking the way to escape to others. 

Screams of the Victims. 

The screams of those imprisoned were 
terrifying and heart-rending. Owing to 
the rapidity with which the fire spread, 
and to its intense heat, it was impossi- 
ble to attempt rescue work, and those 
imprisoned were literally roasted alive, 
as the fire burned with little smoke and 
few were suffocated. 

The efforts of the fire department 
were confined to the attempt to save 
adjoining buildings and they succeeded 
that the property was 
small. The telegraph office, postoffice 
and customs house were damaged, but 
all of the government records and reg- 
istered mail were saved. 

Pitifal Scenes of Grief, 

Today pitiful scenes of grief are be- 
ing enacted in the streets of the little 
west coast port. 

Men, women and children are wan- 
dering from place to place hunting for 
relatives or friends. Many of the dead 
are from the first families of the state, 
the affair at the theater being a social 
event of considerable importance and 
calling out the wealthiest and oldest 
families for miles around. In some in- 
stances entire families were wiped out 
of existence. The municipal authori- 
ties today caused jJarge trenches to be 
dug and into these the remains of the 
dead were laid. 

Dead Not Recognized. 

According to the telegrams received 
from these, recognition of any of the 
dead has been an impossibility, owing 
ta.the fact that the bodies were burn- 
ed, in most cases, to a crisp. 

Telegrams sent to the American 
consul at Acapulco, asking for the 
names of the American dead, have as 
yet not been replied to. 

Acapulce™ on the west coast of the 
state of rero, is one of the three 
important ports of the Pacific coast of 
Mexico. Nearly all of the steamship 
lines make it a port of cal) and the har- 
bor is accounted the best in Mexico.

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POLICE ARREST 
THREE SUSPECTS 


Jail in Charleston. 


Dr. J. D. Posey Is Held on a 
Telegram From the. Sheriff 
of Pasco County, Florida, 
Charging Him With Murder. 


Police officers passed a busy night 
rounding up suspects, and by midnight 
had made three tmportant arrests, one 
prisoner being charged with murder, one 
with two cases of burglary, and one with 
arson and forgery. 

All three prisoners are out-of-town 
cases. During the afternoon Dr. J. D. 
Posey was arrested on the strength or 
a telegram received from New Orleans, 
sent ‘by the sheriff of Pasco county, 
Florida. charging him with murder. The 
sheriff had followed the prisoner to 
New Orleans, and missed him there. Dr. 
Posey, declares he is not guilty of this 
or any other crime, but would not dis- 
cuss the case further. The arrest was 
made by Officers Lockhart and Rowan, 
at the postoffice. It is said Posey 
was trying to get a letter under an 
assumed name. 

Thé two other prisoners were C. E. 
Davis, of Charleston, who is charged 
with arson and forgery, and B.S. 
Schwab, of Savannah, who is charged 
with two cases of burglary. They broke 
jail in Charleston on last Wednesday. 
They say that another man did the 
work, and they followed his lead. Their 
escape was a daring bit of wérk. The 
@rrests were made by Chief of Deteéc- 
tives Jett on the second floor of ‘the 
Kimball, while the two men were writ- 
ing letters.

HENRY VIGNAUD QUITS 
PARIS DIPLOMATIC POST 


Oldest Member of the Ameri- 
can Diplomatic Corps. 
Born in New Orleans. 


Paris, February 16.—Henry Vignaud, 
secretary of the American embassy at 
Paris, has resigned, the resignation to 
take effect on March 3!. In a letter 
which he has forwarded to President 
Roosevelt, Mr. Vignaud assigns his desire

Dr. Vignaud, who is 77 years of age, 
and ‘the oldest member of the American 
diplomatic conps a'broad, leaves the serv- 
ice highly estéemed by all who knew 
him. As he is without private fortune 
of any kind, a group of prominent Amef- 
icans, who appreciate hia. jon@eand faith. 
ful service, ‘have come forward and 
raised a fund of $20,000 to provide for 
Ms remaining years. Among these are’ 
Levi P. Morton, Whitelaw. Reid, J. Gor- 
don Bennett, Ferdinand Blumenthal, An- 
drew Carnegie, T. J. Coolidge, Henry 
White, J. P. Morgan and a number of 
others equally well known. 

Henry Vignaud came abroad as secre- 
tary to the Mason and Slidell commis- 
sion to Europe, and was secretary of the 
confederate diplomatic commission in 
Paris in 1863. 

In 1875 he became the reguarly com- 
missioned secretary of the American le- 
gation in Paris, after which he was con- 
tinuously secretary of the legation, and 
embassy for thirty-four years, during 
which time he took not a single leave of 
absence. 

Mr. Vignaud was born in New Orleans 
of an old Creole family.

‘The first 
effort of this club in presenting “‘Lady 
Windemere’s Fan,” several weeks ago,

This charming play, billed upon. the

ROOSEVELT URGES 


CHILDREN'S - BUREAU 


Sends Special Message to 
Congress on Subject. 


The Legislation Recommended 
Would Make an Important 
Epoch in Future Well-Being 
of Dependent Children. 


Washington, February 1|5.—Legislation 
which, it is believed if enacted into law, 
wlll make an important epoch in the 
future well-being of the dependent chil- 
dren of the nation, is recommended in a 
special message by President Roosevelt 
sent to congress today, in which he 
makes a strong plea in the interest of 
children coming within this claes. 

Of particular importance is the prest- 


dent’s recommendation for the estab- 
lishment of a federal children’s bureau; 
the enactment of such legislation as will 
fring the laws and practices in regard 
to the care of dependent children in ali 
federal territory into harmony and cer- 
tain legislation in behalf of the depend- 
ent children in the District of Columbia. 
The president believes that such legisla- 
tion is important not only for the wel- 
fare of the children immediately con- 
cerned, but important ‘‘as setting an ex- 
ample of a high standard of child pro- 
tection by the national government to the 
several states of the unfon, which should 
‘be able to look to the nation for leader- 
ship in such matters.” 

The president also transmits with his 
messag’ to congress a copy of the con- 
clusiog together with the ful] text of 
the pr ._edings of the recent conference 
here on the care of dependent children, in 
accordance with the request of that or- 
ganization. Declaring that their conclu- 
sions ‘“‘constitute a wise, constructive 
and progressive program of child-caring 
work,’’ the president says that if ‘‘given 
full effect Dy the proper agencies, exist- 
ing methods and practices in almost 
every community would be profoundly 
and advantageously modified.” 

Statistics showing the large number 
of dependent children in the country are 
presented by Mr. Roosevelt. 

“Each of these children represents 
either a potential-addition to the pro- 
ductive capacity and the enlightened citi- 
zenship of the nation,” says the presi- 
dent, ‘or, if allowed to suffer from neg- 
lect, a potential addition to the destruc- 
tive forces of the community. The ranks 
of criminals and other enemies of society 
are recruited in an altogether undue pro- 
portion from children bereft of their 
natural homes and left without sufficient 
care. The interests of the nation are 
involved in the welfare of this army of 
children no less than in our great mate- 
ria} affairs.’’ 

In urging a children’s bureau, one of 
whose duties wii] be to investigate a 
report upon all matters pertaining to 
the welfare of children and child life, 
the president points out that “tke na- 
tional government is the only agency 
which can effectively conduct such gen- 
eral inquiries as are needed for the ben- 
efit of all our citizens. 

“It fs not only discreditable to Ug as 
a people that there is now no recognized 
and authoritative source of information 
upon these subjects relating to child 
life,’ declares the president, ‘but in the 
absence of such information as should 
be supplied by the federal government 
many abuses have gone unchecked; for 
public sentiment, with its great correc- 
tive power, can only be aroused by full 
knowledge of the facts.’’- He adds that 
there are few things more vital to the 
welfare of the nation than accurate and 
dependable knowledge of the best meth- 
ods of dealing with children, particu- 
larly those handicapped by misfortune. 

The president makes a strong plea for 
keeping the family intact and declares 
that poverty alone should not disrupt the 


home.

It was 
f00n over, but almost at once a heavy 
downpour of rain came, in which we had 
to work for several hours by poor lights 
taking out the injured. The hou6e of 
Jim Tate wag blown ten feet from its 
foundations. All my stock in the barn 
was either killed or crippled. Near me, 
on the plantation of Pelaham Anderson, 
some of the finest timber in the south 
has been ruined, and a number 6f small 
houses blown down. No. 4 State's 
prison, near by, may be a wreck. The 
authoritieg have sent out men to investi- 
gate. However, the damage there was 
possibly not so bad as at this place.’ 

It is feared that the damage has been 
bai in other directions. Many of the 
country phones are down and it is im- 
pessible to get information in several 
directions.

Whole Town Destroved, 

Greenville, Miss., February |15.—Reports 
today from Cedar Bluff, Miss., state that 
that town was practically destroyed by 
a tornado late yesterday afternoon. 

Five houses were completely blown 
away and timber fell in all directions. 
The storm came from the northeast, was 
accompanied by very heavy hail and 
mowed a path about two hundred yards 
wide. Wires are down and tracks are 
blocked with debris. 

Mrs. Mary Ellis was killed outright, 
Alfred Hillis and Frank Ellis injured 
and bruised about the head and body, 
and Mrs. Jane Stevens was injured in- 
ternally; Will Aaron had a leg broken.

DACK-YARD LAW 
BEFORE COUNCIL 


Ordinance Introduced by 
Alderman Candler. 


It Will Lie Over Two Weeks 
So That the Members of 
Council Can Secure Copy 
and Read It Before Voting 
Upon It. 


ail 


An ordinance for keeping clean the 
back yards in the eity was introduced 
in the general council yesterday after- 
noon by. Alderman Candler, chairman Of 
the committee on ordinances and legis- 
lation. . 

The ordinance has been carefully pre- 
pared after a full conference with the 
assistant city attorney, and it is be- 
lieved it will meet every requisite, and 
when it becomes a law and is en- 
forced will serve to make Atlanta a 
clean and healthy city. 

The ordinance, on motion of Alder- 
man Candler, will lie over for two 
weeks, and in the meantime the mem- 
bers of council will be furnished with 
copies by the city clerk so they can 
#tudy it and be prepared to vote upon 
it. 

The ordinance is as follows: 


Back-Yard Ordinances. 


Section 1. That it shall be uniawful for 
any person owning, or in possession of, or 
controlling the use of, any stable, pen, shed, 
stall or similar place within the city wherein 
animals are kept for any purpose for any 
length of time, to keep such stables and other 
places above mentioned or allow same to be- 
come filthy, nolsome or unsanitary. 

Sec. 2. That every person owning, operating 
or controlling the use of any building or 
part of building, or any place within the 
city, who have one or more horses, mules, 
cows or other like an nals kept in same, 
shall maintain in connect! there with a bin or 
pit, in which the manure | said animals 
shall be placed, pending Temoval. Said bin 
or pit shall be located at a point most re- 
mote from any dwelling, or other structure, 
owned or occupied by others than the owner 
of the premises above mentioned, and shall 
likewise be placed at a point most remote, on 
the premises, from any street or avenue. 

Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for any such 
person to hold such manure on said prem- 
ises, in said bins or pits, after same shall 
have become noisome or unsanitary, pfo- 
vided, however, any of said persons may use 
said manure upon‘ their premises for the 
purpose of enriching their own ground, or 
for any other use to which manure can 
properly be put, when the same is not of- 
And, provided, fur- 
ther, that any person, firm or corporation, 
snay remove manure from bins, pits or other 
places where deposited as required by this or- 
dinance, for any purpose, where such manure 
has not become offensive or unsanitary. 

Sec. 4 That it shall be the duty of the 
sanitary inspectors to inspect g@uch bins or 
pits and require same to be emptied as re- 
quired by the terms of this ordinance. All 
wagons used for the removal of said manure 
shall be so constructed as to prevent same 
from being droppe¢ or spilled along the 
streets or otherwi eing dropped, spilled 
or scattered along 4treets or public places 
within the ‘city. 


Can Pay $2 a Head, 


pec. 5. That any person, firm or corpora- 

tion owning any stock as are enumerated in 
section 2 of this ordinance may, by paying 
to the city of Atlanta the sum of §2 per 
annum on each head of stock owned by them, 
be relieved from removing said manure from 
the bin or pit in which the same is required 
to be deposited, said city, on payment of 
such fee, undertaking to do the work of re- 
moving same, 
* Sec. 6 That every person, firm or corpora- 
tion owning, operating or using any place of 
business, or building for residential pure 
poses, or room or yard wherein garbage is 
collected, said garbage shall be placed in a 
receptable of sufficient strength and size to 
hold all the garbage placed therein, so as to 
prevent same from spilling through or wast- 
ing therefrom, and such receptacle. shall! 
likewise be provided with a top securely 
fastened thereon, whicr shall prevent odors 
from escaping from such receptacle 

Sec. 7. Every person, firm or corporation 
owning, controlling or using premises having 
thereon surface closets or privies having ne 
water and sewer connection shall provide 
Same with water-tight receptacles for holding 
the excreta deposited therein. The compart- 
ment containing this receptacle shall be go 
constructed as to be tight-fitting and prevent 
as far as practicable the escape of odors 
therefrom, the top of this compartment shall 
be provided with close-fitting covers which 
will prevent the escape of odors when the 
closets or privies are not in use. 

Sec. 8. That every person, firm® or cor- 
poration, their agents or assigns, violating 
any of the terms of this ordinance ghall, on 
conviction in the recorder’s court, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $100 or im- 
prisoned not exceeding thirty days upon the 
public works for each offense, either or both 
penalties to be inflicted in the fiscretion of 
the recorder. This ordinance, however, to be- 
come effective and to be enforced on and 
after June 1, 1909. 

Sec. 9. That all ordinances and parts of or-

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SAFE BLOWING A PASTIME. 
It .begins to look as if safe blowing had ‘become a popular pastime in 
Atlanta. | ; 
The midnight crew is branching out. - Gum-shoe burglaries and grab-and- 
run robberies are, perhaps, somewhat tame when compared to the excitement 
and the possibilities which are afforded by safe cracking. 
A while back Atianta had a plethora of house-breaking episodes which 


aroused the citizens. Though the number of these has gotten back some-

where nearer the normal, there ig a marked and notable increase in the use * 


of the drilj, the jimmy and nitroglycerine. 

Scarcely a:day passes but there is a report of a safe blown open and 
its contents appropr.ated, either in some business district of the city, almost * 
under the eyes of the police, or in its environs, where the arresting eye should 
be equally active. 

It takes time to blow open a safe, and ‘nee too, there is an accompanying 
noise of more or less volume in the explosion of the nitro-glycerine charge— 
two elements which should assist the police occasionally, at least, in appre 
hending the criminals. - 

But, so far, there has been no apprehension. 

The safe crackers, whether amateurs or experts, continue undisturbed in 
the practice of their nefarious and destructive profession. 

, It has come to be the exception within the last few weeks to pick up an 
issue of a daily paper without finding an account of the newest and most 
recent safe robbery. 

Business men, as a rule, have become too careful to leave much cash in 
a@ vulnerable safe, stili they are not particularly anxious about having their 
property destroyed by these predatory and violent investigations. 

The police cannot be everywhere at the same time, but it would seem 
they should be in all places sufficiently often to make it extremely dangerous 
for safe blowers to attempt their operations. 

Where the next attempt will be made cannot be foretold, but the police 
will score'a good point if they manage to get close enough to the spot to 
make a haul.

A NEGRO’S SANE VIEW OF THE CRUM CASE. 

That vastly more injury will be wrought to the negro racé by insistence 
upon the appointment of Crum as collector of the port of Charleston than 
good can come from the apparent triumph of a doubtful principle is the 
very practica! and interesting view of that case taken by Editor B. J. Davis, 
of The Atlanta Independent, an editor and a paper whose loyalty and devo- 
tion to the true welfare of the negro are above question or suspicion. 

He strikingly places before “his people in the current issue of The Inde- 
pendent the two pans of the balances—in the one, the appointment of a 
negro to a $1,200 government job; in the other, augmented anti-racial feeling 
on the part of white people, not only with reference to this particular case, 
but along all other lines wherein the negro is struggling to establish and 
maintain himself—and asks forcibly, “Is the principle worth the cost?” 

Editor Davis takes the broad view that no man should be appointed to 
a public office who could not reasonably hope to be elected to it by the 
people whom he is to serve—a principle applicable not alone to the case in 
question, but to every one with which any appointing power whatsoever has 
to deal. 

Why, then, should the negro persistently and obstinately court the prej- 
udice and displeasure of the white race, when all that he has to gain is a 
little $1,200 office for a single member of his race? 

It is upon this practical view of the case from the negro’s standpoint 
that Editor Davis, in his very sensible and timely editorial, reaches the con- 
clusion that under all the conditions and circumstances it is a losing game 
for the negro, even though he and his friends may succeed in placing Crum 
and other negroes in cffice over the opposition of the white people. 

He puts the situation with striking force in these paragraphs: 


The effort of the republican party to thrust the negro office-holder on the- 


south, against its expressed will, has not availed either the party or the negro 
anything, and it {is about time to change our policy and treat the white man’s 
prejudice from another angle. The effort has not stopped with intensifying 
the white man’s prejudice against the race, but its persistency has lessened 
the negro’s usefulness and opportunities in every other field of hyman en- 
deavor among the people he must prove his worth to,‘or by his failure demon- 
strate that he was at his best as a slave 
if the party finally succeeds in forcing Dr. Crum again upon the 99 per 
cent of the white people who transact business with the office against their 
expressed will, what will the race get out of it save the mere fact that one 
of our number holds a $1,200 federal place? For an isolated job we invite 
the displeasure of the people who control everything of value in the commu- 
nitv, and intensify their prejudice against us in every other line of business. 
And, in spite of this great cost, we do not convert our neighbors into the be- 
lief that a negro has the right to hold a public office. But we fix him more 
tirmly in the opinion that the race constitutes a character that ought to be 
regarded aS a menate to the perpetuity of representative government. 


Editor Davis has given too frequent proof of his race loyalty to be ac- 
cused of any motive but that, to foster and promote the true interests of 
his people. 

He has given them something to think seriously upon and which, un- 
doubtedly, the conservative members of the race will accept as sound and 
valuable doctrine. 

The negro will find that his economic, commercial, his very meat-and- 
bread interests will suffer in proportion as he indulges and cultivates false 
ambitions. 

His greatest hope lies in devoting earnest attention and effort to those 
things which will most improve his material condition. 

And demanding $1,200 government jobs for one or two members of his 
race in the teeth of opposition on the part of his neighbors, and, in fact, his 
best friends, is not and cannot, fn the nature of things, be one of the factors 


contributing to that improvement. 
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THE PROBLEM OF A PRISON FARM. 


As complex and difficult as is the problem of selecting a proper and 
suitable site for a state prison farm, with which the prison commission is 
now deaHng, it shoula be understood by those who have property to offer 
the state for this purpose that the ultimate solution must depend solely upon 
two elements—quality and price. _ 

There are certain specifications, it is true, which must be met before 
consideration can be given any tract; but quality and price, considered to- 
gether, must be, at last, the determining basis. 

This is a matter in which the entire state is actively and deeply inter- 
ested: a matter in which no personal considerations or sectiona)] influences 
can, or will, have any weight. 

It is noted that certain efforts have been made to bring influences to 
bear in favor of this or that tract of land, by specious plea or otherwise. 

These will not, of course, have any controlling force. ‘ 

The prison commission proposes, as is its only proper course, to buy the 
best land that can be procured at the lowest possible price. 

Persons who have land to offer to the state should offer it only upon 


that basis. 
Upon any other it should not and, we believe, will not receive serious 


consideration.

Too nearly for comfort or statesmanship, a portion of the democratic party 
in congress is courting the unenviable distinction of the obstructing mule on 
the railroad track.

Regardless 
of the fact that such a course will tie the hands of the president-elect at the 
very outset of his administration, they would save what is not even the letter, | , 
and emasculate the spirit, ofthis wise law. 7

Trying to Save Harper’s Neck. 

There has been presented to Chief Jus- 
tice W. H. Fish, of the state supreme 
court, a ‘bill of exceptions directed to the

It is sought to appeal in Harper's case 
to the court at Washington on the 
ground of infringement upon the consti- 
tutional rights of the defendant in that, 
as it is claimed, one’of the jurors before 
whom he was tried, expresse®? an opinion 
in regard to the case prior to the trial: 
that one of the witnesses before the 
grand jury returning the indictment was 
not presented to the defendant at the 
time of the tria] and that the jury Was 
forced to reach a verdict. being locked 
in a room for eighteen hours by order of 
the court, 

Judge Fish has not yet acted in the 
matter, and as the record is somewhat 
voluminous, it will provably be severat 
days before he reaches a conclusion. If 
he certifies to the bill the case will go to 
the United States supreme court. 

Harper has severa] times been right 
within the shadow of the gallows. His 
vase has been three times before the par- 
don board, but each time it hag refused 
to recommend executive clemency.

Executions Against L. & N. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wiright 
yesterday issued executions for state, 
city and county taxes agajmst the ter- 
minal property of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, located at 
the foot of Alabama street, fn this city. 

This property was valued by the board 
of arbitration for 1907 at $225,000 anda 
for’ 1908 at $275,000, making a total of 
$500,000. The tota] amount claimed in 
taxes for these two years, state, county 
and city, is $11,750. 

These executions will be placed in the 
hands of Sheriff Mangum at once and 
will be levied for the April sales. The 
levies, of course, will ‘be enjoined by the 
railroad company, which proposes to test 
in the courts the right of the state to 
tax this property.

Will Soon Face QueStion. 


Statement Made Owing to the 


Enormous Sums Asked for 
the Navy—Senator Hale Ad- 
mits Expenses Are Growing 
at a Tremendous Rate.

| (Special.)—Senator Clay made the pre- 
i diction today 


that the treasury deficit 
would grow more serious during the 
next few months, owing to the decrease 
in custom duties, and that within a 
year the gcvernment will be forced to 
resort to a new issue of Panama bonds 
Or some other form of security paying 
even higher interest rates. 

The remark was forced by the dis- 
closures made during the conSideration 
of the naval appropriation bill in the 
senate. 

Great Cost of Navy. 

Questioned by Senator Bacon, Sena- 
tor Hale, who was in charge of the bill. 
Stated that the naval establishment for 
this year would cost @ne hundred and 
thirty-seven millions, for next year one 
hundred and sixty millions, if the nor- 
mal rate of increase is maintained, and 
fir the following year, probably not 
less than two hundred millions of dol- 
lars. Senator Hale repeated the im- 
Diéssive statement that seventy cents 
of every dollar collected by the 
fovernment goes for war debts in the 
Shape cf pensions and preparations. 

This discussion provoked the remark 
of Senator Clay. He feared the governs 
ment was not regulating its expendi 
tures by its income. 

Mr. Clay claimed that four years ago 
ine £@%sate was told by Mr. Hale that

battleship annually, 

Hale replied that, while what Mr. 
Said was true, it was “mighty 
work” last year to prevent the 
authorization of four such batileships. 

“Some day,’ said Mr. Hale. “congress 
will beconfronted with the absolute, 
inmmperative and unescapable duty ande 
Chligav'on to either borrow money or 
increase taxation to pay appropria- 
tions.”’

4«nator Rayner, of Maryland, who de- 
fended Admiral Schley before the court 
of inquiry in that case, was prepared 
to make a fight on the floor to exclude 
from the naval appropriation bill a 
senate committee amendment creating 
the new rank of vice admiral which, it 
Was generally understood, was to have 
been given to Admiral Robley D. Evans. 
Mr. Rayner was determine@ to prevent 
this honor going to Admiral Evans be- 
c1ius, as he said privately, “he was the 
leacer of the conspiracy against Ad- 
miral Schley.’’ 

Admiral Evans was one @ the wit- 
restes against Admiral Schley before 
the court of inquiry. When the amend- 
mcnt was reached in the bill this after- 
noen Mr. Rayner made a point of order 
against it on the ground that it was new 
legislation.

House Passes Bill to Make 
the Senator Eligible. 


Measure Failed on First Vote, 
as Two-Thirds Couldn’t Be 
Secured—Special Rule, How- 
ever, Was Made and the Bill 
Passed by Majority Vote. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 15.—(Special.)— 
After the Gaines bill to reduce the sal- 
ary of the secretary of state to $8,000 
a year had failed of passage once to- 
day, for want of a two-thirds vote, a 
special rule was brought in by the rules 
committee of the house of representa- 
tives this afternoon, and the measure 
was passed by a majority vote. 

This means that Mr. Knox will be the 
next secretary of state, as desired by 
Mr. Taft. Jt also means that the pre- 
mier of the cabinet will receive a smaller 
salary than any other cabinet officer, 
and a smaller salary thaw his chief as- 
sistant, who will be known as the ‘“‘un- 
der secretary.” 

Three Georgians For Bill. 

Thete was a notable breaking up of 
party lines and of usual coalitions in 
the vote today. Three Georgians voted 
for the bill to qualify Mr. Knox. They 
were Representatives Howard, Lee and 
Griggs. Representatives Bartlett and 
Adamson were opposed to the bill, but 
were paired with two members who 
favored the bill, and, therefore, could 
not vote. Representative Lewis, of the 
third Georgia district, was not present. 
Mr. Howard, in discussing the vote, 
said: 


“I have not the slightest doubt of the 
legality of this measure. Mr. Taft has 
selected the man he believes to be the 
ablest anl most capable for the position 
of secretary of state. The legality of 
his appointment will depend upon con- 
ditions existing at the time the appoint- 
ment is made. The salary and emolu- 


ments of the office of secretary of state |. 


will not have been increased, so far as 
Mr. Knox is concerned, during the pe- 
riod for which he was elected senator. 
As Champ Clark said in his speech, 
this was not a partisan question. The 
house has simply voted to allow Mr. 
Taft to carry out his will in naming 
the members of his own cabinet. The 
senate will finally pass upon the con- 
stitutionality of this question when the 
appointment comes before them for con- 
firmation.,” 
Hardwick Opposed Bill. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Georgia, who is a 
member of the committee on the elec- 
tion of president and vice president, spoke 
against the measure, saying it was an 
attempt, by indirection, to do something 
forbidden ‘by the constitution, — 

Representative Henry Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, a democrat and a member of the 
judiciary committee, voted for the 
Gaines bill. Representative Mann, of 
Illinois, known as the speaker's right- 
hand man on the floor, voted against it. 

Judge Griggs, who voted for the bill! 
to make Senator Knox eligible, said if 
the salary of the office is put back to 
$8,000 it will never have been raised, 
so far as Mr. Knox is concerned. He 
thought the time to raise any point of 
unconstitutionality would be when tne 
appointment cathe before the senate for 
confirmation. . 

Representative Brantley, a member of 
the house judiciary committee, was very 
firm in his belief that the act of the 
house Was repugnant to the constitu- 
tion. He said it was an attempt to re- 
peai the constitution by an act of con- 
gress. While admiring Mr. Knox as an 
able lawyer, he admitted that his esti- 
mate would suffer if the latter should 
be willing to accept the office under the 
circumstances. 

Case of Morrill. 

Mr. Olmsted, of Pennsylvania, 
tended that the bill does not accomplish 
an evasion of the constitution. Among 
several other precedents Mr. Olmsted 
cited the case of Senator Morrill, of 
Vermont, who was appointed secretary 
of the treasury. 

In the opinion of Mr. Williams, of 
Mississippi, who opposed the bill, that 
was the only reputable authority allud- 
ed to. Senator Morrill, he said, had 
been confirmed through senatorial 
courtesy, which, he said, “overrides ali 
bars, constitutional and otherwise.” The 
bill, he declared, was ‘a clear, plain, 
palpable, obvious and manifest chse of 
a direct and expressed constitutional 
imhibition.”’ 

Clark Knocks the Measure. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, for the second 
time during the day, took the floor in 
opposition to the bill, and said that 
congress was making itself ‘‘the laugh- 
ing stock of every intelligent man on 
the face of God's green earth.’’ He 
referred to a famous expression by the 
late Tim Campbell, of New York, who 
had Said “What's the constitution be- 
tween friends,’’ and said that if the 
bill under discussion should pass, Mr. 
Campbell would stand justified as a 
constitutional iawyer. 

In adding his voice against the bill, 
Mr. Caulfield, of Missouri, declared that 
it was a case of constitutional jug- 
glery or legislative favoritism. 

The debate was brought to a close by 
Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, who argued 
for the passage of the bill. 

On a yea and nay vote the bill was 
passed 173 to 117. There was no demon- 
stration of any kind when the an- 
nouncement was made.

forfeit his license to sell ‘‘near beer’’ and 
similar drinks, and the conviction aforesaid 
in the recorder’s court shall ipso facto work 
a forfeiture of his license to sel) ‘‘near beer’’ 
and similar drinks. .

AMERICAN STOCKS ; 
WERE MARKED UP 


Readjustment of Securities to 
the Higher Level of the 
London Market. 


New York, February 15.—Prices of 
Stocks underwent a rapid readjustment 
today to the higher level of the Lon- 
don market. While the New York stock 
exchange was closed on Friday and Sat- 
urday, the foreign dealers were engaged 
in marking up prices of American se- 
curities to conform to the improvement 
going on in their own securities. The 
clearing of the political horizon abroad, 
the demonstrated control of the inter- 
national exchanges in favor of London, 
and the recuperation of reserves of the 
Bank of England, which is going on in 
consequence, and the prospect of pres- 
Sure from large accumulations at the 
bankigg reserve centers for employment, 
served to stir the dormant speculative 
spirit in the London market. The de- 
cision of the New York state public 
service .commthission, authorizing the Erie 
bond issue, proved quite a potent. in- 
fluence on the speculation. Fears had 
been expressed that the Erie financial 
plan was to meet an obstacle in the op- 
position of this official body. The in- 
crease in the divided rate on People’s 
Gas proved another influential factor in 
the speculation. Another conspicuous 
center of strength was in the Southern 
railroad group, the causes being not 
eatty visible. Discussion of possible 
dividend increases was heard in the 
cases Of some of the stocks affected. 
Harriman through 
the south, and the character of some 
published remarks attributed to him, 
intimating his plans for large outlays 
for improvements in that railroad field, 
and his faith in the region, were used 
with effect in furthering the advance.
